AS THE first step in any plan, the owner must include the essentials that 
make a beautiful picture. The same fundamental elements which pro- 
duce beauty in a painting will produce a beautiful effect in your plant- 
ing. Because the house should always be the dominant feature, the front 
yard should be given a treatment designed to lead the eye toward the house, 
and more particularly the front door. Shrubs which will eventually dwarf 
the house by their size, are to be avoided. Larger shrubs should be planted 
at the corners of the building, and away from windows. Smaller shrubs in 
front of these and on either side make a varied and interesting silhouette. 

Exposure should be studied carefully, so that no part of the plan will be a 
failure through the wrong planting under shaded or extremely sunny conditions. 
Even the shadows cast by trees or buildings on adjacent lots have to be taken 
into consideration. The best way to determine the effect of the sun is to make 
personal observations. Next comes the consideration of such hedges or 
boundary plantings as will prove appropriate. The garden and lawn spaces 
in the rear, the question of what shade and fruit trees are needed, all must 
be thought of before you can complete a well-balanced, thoroughly adaptable 
program. 

YOUR ROSE and FLOWER 
GARDEN 

To succeed with roses, it is necessary to plant in the fall or very early spring. 
Roses for landscape use may be divided arbitrarily into three classes: border 
or bush roses; climbing roses and cut-flower roses. In the first two groups, 
there is very little difference in landscape design from the average shrubs and 
vines of other varieties. Hybrid perpetual roses have larger flowers, with long 
stems and serve both for hedge and cutting. The Hybrid Tea Roses are noted 
for their exquisite form and delicate shadings of color. They are not as hardy 
as the perpetuals, but are well worth the extra protection and care required. 
Baby ramblers are very popular for budding purposes, while the climbers 
furnish an unlimited opportunity for use on pergolas, porches, lattices 
and individual garden frames. The pleasure to be had from a well- 
selected assortment of roses that will furnish blooms from 
early June until frost is unsurpassed by any other type of 
garden culture.
